Back on Track Program Data 


1. Participant achievement 

Of the 24 participants who graduated in the last 2 graduations: 

• 23 were employed or in job training at graduation (22 of the 23 in jobs), 
remaining 1 full time in 4-year college 

• average wage at graduation $12.25 

2. Program flow 

Of the 44 people referred to Back on Track from January -March 2007: 

• 23 made it to intake 

• 8 are still active in BOT, 1 graduated 

• Of the 23 who did intakes but are no longer active, at least 6 were 
terminated post-DEJ 

The average length of time from intake to DEJ entry is 8 weeks. 

The average length of time from intake to graduation is 15 months.
